Number of Patients treated 

The number of patients who attended the ankylostoma and bilharzia units during 
1938 was 1,221,421, with an increase of 252,424 or 26 per cent over those of the last year, 
besides those seeking treatment from parasitic diseases in district and village hospitals. 

The Section was obliged to raise the equipage of its units so that they can meet the 
continuous increase of patients with the result that efforts for examining and treating 
patients were doubled in some of the units. 

The total number of patients treated from Bilharziasis was 419,356, the number of 
injections given being 3,653,418 of Tartar Emetic or Fouadin with an increase of 778,056 

or 27 per cent over those of the previous year. 

» 

This is due to the following facts :— 

(а) Patients are persuaded to seek treatment as early as possible and induced to 
complete their course until they have completely recovered. 

(б) Patients are permitted to leave the hospital one hour and a half after injection, 
instead of Waiting till 1 o’clock p.m. as was the case previously. 

A total of 140,194 doses of Carbon Tetrachloride were administered to patients infected 
with ankylostoma with an increase of 42,573 doses or 43 per cent over those of the preceding 
year. 

440,282 doses of Chenopodium oil were administered to patients infected with ascaris 
and ankylostoma, who were found unfit for Carbon Tetrachloride treatment, with an 
increase of 97,020 doses or 22 per cent over those of the previous year. 

5,820 doses of Flex Mas were administered to patients infected with Taenia, with an 
increase of 3,968 or 214 per cent over those of last year. 
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Economy in Expenses 

(1) Equipments .—To facilitate tlie transfer of the travelling units and to have a more 
durable material, the walls of these units have been made of wood so that they may not 
be exposed to deterioration during the transfer of the units. 

(2) Treatment Expenses .—Patients infected with ascaris are usually treated with a 
mixture of Castor and Chenopodium oils as purgative; consequently, great quantities of 
Castor oil used to be consumed. 

Instructions were, therefore, given to the units with a view to using Magnesium Sulfate 
in treating adult patients instead of Castor oil. 

Treatment of School-boys at low attendance of the Public 

The endemic diseases units are instructed to examine and treat school-boys and public 
maktab children, within their circumscription, at the time when attendance is at its lowest. 

Use of the Motor-ambulances in other localities during Summer 

The Lunacy Division has asked that its inmates be examined and treated from parasitic 
diseases. The motor-car of the school clinic No. 14 at Istanha was called to undertake 
this task during summer. The use of the motor-car of Khanka Hospital for this purpose 
proved to be successful; and the Section is contemplating the use of these motor-ambulances 
in other localities during the summer holiday for the treatment of ascaris and Egyptian 
splenomegaly. 


Treatment of Pellagra 

Since the close of the previous year, yeast and eggs have been employed in the treat¬ 
ment of pellagrins. This method has given very satisfactory results, besides being of 
value to many patients whose treatment from parasitic diseases became afterwards easier. 
The number of patients treated from pellagra during this year amounted to 9,133. 

Training of Medical Officers 

Before taking charge of units, new medical officers are, as a rule, trained to treatment, 
propaganda and combat work. The 31 medical officers appointed during the year were 
thus trained before taking over their work. 

Training of Laboratory Assistants 

Arrangements have been made to train candidates for the posts of laboratory assistants 
required for the ankylostoma units, involving the examination of blood and chemical 
analysis, so that they may be able to undertake the work which will be entrusted to them. 

Efforts for Propaganda 

In view of the benefits gained by the patients on receiving lectures in connection with 
precautions against parasites, the Section issued instructions to its units bo stimulate propa¬ 
ganda, as an essential part of the medical officer’s duties. These instructions include :— 

(a) Lectures— Medical officers and the other staff of the units shall deliver lectures on 
the precautions against parasites. These lectures shall be delivered to patients inside the 
units as well as out of doors to the public, policemen, omdas, sheikhs, schools and clubs. 
In execution of these instructions 16,241 lectures were delivered during 1938. They were 
delivered in such an intelligible manner as to be comprehended by the fellaheen, and 
were illustrated by some specimens preserved in the units, such as snails carriers, vesical 
calculi, etc., and mycroscopical analysis, e.g. parasitic ovas, ankylostoma larvae and different 
kinds of cercaria and sometimes by projecting cinematographic films whenever possible. 

Patients are eventually questioned to ascertain whether they have understood what 
they were taught as regards prophylaxis, etiology, the seriousness of these diseases and 
their bad effects upon their mental and physical growth, and probable complications if 
treatment is neglected. 
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These lectures teach hoys how to evade infection which affects their growth, men, 
how these diseases disable them and women, how harmful these diseases are for their 
offspring being born weak, and finally to impress school-boys that these diseases cause 
their weakness mentally. 

( b) Museums. —Endemic diseases units are instructed to create small museums in¬ 
tended to be shown to patients for enlightenment. These museums should constitute 
the following :— 

(1) Ascaris worms in formalin 5 per cent. 

(2) Taenia worms in formalin 5 per cent. 

(3) Vesical calculi. 

(4) A piece of meat with cysticercus bovis in formalin 5 per cent. 

(5) Important snails in the locality where the two types of bilharzia carriers exist. 

(6) Posters and plates issued by the Ministry against various diseases. 

(c) Pamphlets. —Special pamphlets for propaganda purpose are distributed amongst 
patients and school-boys. 

Posters also are exhibited in public places, e.g. markets, mosques, schools and other 
places frequented by the public, so that propaganda may be widely diffused against parasitic 
and other diseases. 

(d) Public meetings. —Medical officers were instructed to do their best to gather the 
educated people of villages and constitute local committees for the diffusion of propaganda 
and principles of hygiene. 

The members of these committees shall first be taught the means of protection from 
infection and then be persuaded to help towards the spread of propaganda amongst the 
inhabitants. Being distinguished in their localities, their services are expected to be 
valuable.
